Carter denies 25-cent gas tax hike 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter said today he does not plan to ask 
Congress for an increase of possibly 20 to 
25 cents a gallon in the federal gasoline 
tax to cut back the use of gas. 
Carter was asked about a CBS News 
report that he might propose that retail 
gasoline taxes be increased as much as 
25 cents per gallon as part of his new 
energy program. 
“ No ma’am,” he told the reporter. 
But presidential energy adviser James 


Schlesinger, also asked about the gas ta* 
report, would not rule out a future in­ 
crease. He said no specific optibns have 
gone to the President yet with regard to 
future energy policy. 
“ There is no movement in that direc­ 
tion, but we have not excluded any op­ 
tion.” Schlesinger said. 
Congressional leaders who met with 
the President today to discuss the 
general energy proposal said no gas tax 
increase was mentioned. 


California Sen. Alan Cranston, who at­ 
tended the meeting, said any such “ ex­ 
treme plan” to increase taxes by an 
much as 25 cents per gallon would meet 
stiff opposition in Congress and would be 
especially tough on Californians because 
of their high dependence on automobiles. 
Two sources on Capitol Hill said they 
thought the idea of a large gasoline tax 
increase had been discussed in general 
terms by administration officials and 
lawmakers as part of a long list of pos- 


sibilities for solving energy problems. 
“ I don't think that was flown as a 
specific legislative proposal,” Rep. Johr 
D Dingell, D-Mich., told a news con­ 
ference when asked about reports Carter 
might propose the gas tax boost. 
A congressional committee staff 
member said he understood the gasoline 
tax was discussed by administration of­ 
ficials and congressmen only as one of 
several things that could be done to 
reduce the use of fuel. 
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Americans free to 
leave Uganda: Amin s a s 


U.S. maps 
evacuation 


N AIRO BI, Kenya (U P I) — In a dramatic turnabout, 
Uganda President Idi Amin said today all Americans were 
free to leave his country — a move apparently aimed at im­ 
proving strained relations with Washington. 
“ Americans are now free to travel anywhere in Uganda or 
leave the country if they wish,” Radio Uganda quoted Amin 
as saying. 
It also quoted a “ presidential spokesman" — interpreted 
to mean Amin himself — as saying Uganda wished to 
“ improve relations with the United States” but gave no 
further reason for his change of mind. 
In Washington, the White House had no immediate com­ 
ment, but said “ that sounds pretty good.” 


Radio Uganda said a scheduled meeting Wednesday betw- 
e e n Amin and the approximately 240 Americans in Uganda 
had been postponed indefinitely. 
Amin earlier had barred the Americans from leaving the 
East African country until they appeared before him 


Western diplomats in Nairobi said Amin's change of mind 
about the forced m eeting with Am ericans again 
demonstrated his “ excellent survival instincts.” 


They said he was unwilling to push the confrontation and 
risk another humiliation like the one he suffered after Israeli 
paratroopers rescued hijacked airline passengers held 
hostage by Palestinian terrorists at Entebbe airport 
American officials and a Swiss airline today disclosed that 
the United States had earlier asked Swiss and other West 
European charter airlines about the possibility of evacuat­ 
ing American citizens in Uganda 
One such approach was made to BALAIR. the charter 
company owned by the Swiss national airline Swissair, of­ 
ficials of that company confirmed

Last Friday Amin ordered the Americans, mostly mis­ 
sionaries, to bring “ a listing of their possessions” to a

later delayed until Wednesday and rescheduled for Entebbe. 
That second meeting then was postponed indefinitely. 
Radio Uganda said Amin met informally at Entebbe Air­ 
port Monday with a group of white Americans and assured 
them he had "nothing against them." 
The broadcast said Amin told them them the world press 
had “ misunderstood” his orders. 
“ Ugandans are your brothers and sisters ... enjoy yoursel­ 
ves,” Amin told the group, which included mainly American 
employes of Uganda Airlines. 
Radio Uganda also announced that Zaire's President 
Mobutu Sese-Seko had cabled Amin seeking assurances for 
the safety of Americans The radio said Amin has replied. 
“ There is no cause for alarm .” 
A Kenyan newspaper, the Daily Nation, reported Monday 
that Americans already had begun gathering in the capital 
and were under “ strict security surveillance." 
But the newspaper said the Americans rode around the 
city and shopped in stores without interference 
Amin’s original demand for a meeting coincided with a 
cable he sent to President Carter Friday in which he accused 
the President of falsifying events in Uganda 
Carter told a news conference two weeks ago that recent 
disturbances in Uganda — particularly the mysterious death 
of Ugandan Archbishop Janani Luwum — “ disgusted the 
civilized world.” 
On Sunday, Amin warned Ugandans to remain on alert for 
a possible “ invasion” by U.S. Marines. There has been no 
further mention of the “ invasion” plans 


Carter asks Congress to create 
new federal energy department 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter asked Congress today to create a 
new energy department bringing “ im­ 
m ediate o rd e r” to the present 
fragmented energy bureaucracy, as the 
first step in his effort to reorganize the 
government. 
"This is long overdue." Carter said 
“ We now have more than 50 federal 
agencies that have divided among 
themselves the responsibility for evolv­ 
ing and carrying out the energy policies 
of our country " 
The new department would pull 
together most of the energy chores per­ 
formed by those organizations, and some 
existing agencies would be abolished. 
But the reorganization would have little 


im m ed iate im p act on averag e 
Americans because basic policies would 
remain the same. 
Carter said he hopes to have the single 
energy department in operation before 
he submits sweeping energy policy 
changes to Congress late next month. 
Meeting with a group of congressmen. 
Carter said the new agency would need 
about $10 billion for fiscal year 1978 and 
that it would have about 20.000 
employes—virtually the same spending 
and staffing levels as under the present 
organization 
Carter tailored his new superagency 
plan carefully to avoid trouble over 
public lands management and atomic 
power regulation. But with those two key 
Two die of illness contracted 
at Center for Disease Control 


ATLANTA (U P I) - Two employes of 
the national Center for Disease Control 
have died of an illness contracted while 
working in the laboratory building where 
the mysterious Legionnaire’s disease is 
under investigation, it was disclosed to­ 
day. 
Robert Dubingon 43. died at 1 a.m. to­ 
day at the Arm y hospital at Ft. 
McPherson here where he had been 
hospitalized since Sunday. George 
Flowers. 49. died Sunday at Georgia Bap­ 
tist Hospital 
N eith er worked in the actu al 
laboratory where the investigation into 
the Legionnaire's disease is in progress, 
and doctors were skeptical that the 
deaths were in any way related to the 
mysterious illness that claimed 29 lives 
following an American Legion conven­ 
tion in Philadeplphia last July. 
An Army spokesman said the Center 
for Disease control planned an autopsy 
on Dubingon's body in an effort to deter­ 
mine the cause of death He was admit­ 
ted to the hospital suffering from what 
appeared to be influenza. 
A retired Arm y staff sergeant, 
Dubingon was a custodian in the building 
housing the laboratory where Legion­ 
naire's disease tests were being carried 
out 
An official of the CDC said limited lab 
tests conducted since the men first 
became ill had established no connection 
between their illness and Legionnaire’s 
disease 
“ I don’t think it is Legionnaire s dis­ 
ease. but 1 can't say it’s not.’ said Dr. 
Richard Dixon, a CDC doctor participat­ 
ing in the investigation of the illness of 
the two employes 
“ We’ve just dis­ 
covered it (the micro-organism which 
causes the Legionnaire s disease). We 
don’t know the way it behaves in all its 


various forms.” 
Dr Charles Shepard, one of the dis­ 
coverers of the “ bacteria-like” micro­ 
organism that caused the disease, said 
“ there is no possibility" the illnesses 
could be Legionnaire’s disease. 
“ There isn't anything that resembles 
it.” said Shepard. 
Dixon said the symptons of the illnes­ 
ses of the two men— high fever, muscle 
aches and pains — are “ common with 
every infection, from influenza to Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever." 


Flowers was taken to Georgia Baptist 
Hospital last week with high fever, 
muscular aches and pains and weakness 
He suffered upper gastrointestinal 
bleeding and died Sunday of cardiac 
arrest. The hospital pathologist. Dr 
Robert DeLashmutt, said the cause of 
death had not been determined

“ Nowhere is the need for reorganiza­ 
tion and consolidation greater than in 
energy policy. All but two of the ex­ 
ecutive branch’s Cabinet departments 
have some responsibility for energy 
policy, but no agency ... has the broad 
authority needed to deal with our energy 
problems in a comprehensive way 
“ The legislation I am submitting today 
w ill bring immediate order to this 
fragmented system ” 
Members of the House and the Senate 
predict swift congressional approval. 
“ We’re going to pass in the month of 
March the bill for the new department of 
energy.” Sen. Henry Jackson. D-Wash , 
predicted Monday on the eve of Carter's 
presentation. 
Although Carter did not mention it in 
his message to Congress, he intends for 
White House energy chief Jam es 
Schlesinger to head the new agency. 
The new agency would have a budget 
of $10 6 billion dollars and would employ 
19.767 workers, all now assigned to other 
agencies. White House officials said. 
Rep. John Brademas, D-Ind . who at­ 
tended the congressional meeting with 
Carter, said the $10 billion was a “ gross 
figure.” It did not take into account the 
impact of doing away with various ex­ 
isting agencies.

Carter said his proposal for a cabinet- 
level energy department would abolish 
three existing agencies- 
the Federal 
En erg y A d m in istratio n . En erg y 
Research and Development Administra­ 
tion and Federal Power Commission — 
“ whose missions overlap and some­ 
times conflict.” 
In addition, he said, it would take over 
energy-related duties now performed by 
some 20 other agencies, including the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, the 
Securities and Exchange Commission 
and the departments of interior, defen­ 
se, commerce, agriculture and housing 
and urban development 
Last summer, in his campaign plan for 
shaking up the energy bureaucracy. 
Carter said he woul(J inciude the Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission in the new 
department and left unclear what he 
would do about Interior Department 
duties 
In his message to Congress, however. 
Carter specifically omitted the NRC 
from the department and left oil. gas and 
coal leasing programs with Interior. 
Sources said both steps were taken to 
avoid potential political pitfalls 


G EN EVA, Switzerland (U P I) - The 
United States has asked Swiss and other 
West European charter airlines about 
the possibility of evacuating American 
citizens from Uganda, U.S. and airline 
officials said today. 
One such approach was made to 
BALAIR. the charter company owned by 
the Swiss national airline Swissair, of­ 
ficials of that company said.

Unseated are Virgil Phelps, of Lom­ 
poc. long-time committee member and 
in recent times, chairman of the power­ 
ful committee; Ed Rodgers, also a long­ 
time member and representing both the 
City of Lompoc and Vandenberg Air 
Force Base, and George Cotsenmoyer. 
former Lompoc mayor 
Reaction to the changes was mixed to­ 
day. Rodgers said he has written a letter 
to Hedlund declining to resign voluntari­ 
ly. “ I felt that I had been in the water 
business since 1961 when I came to the 
area I have been involved in water af­ 
fairs as a citizen, as an engineer with the 
prime responsibility for water at 
Vandenberg Air Force Base, and as a 
Lompoc City water commissioner.

Rodgers said he doubted that he had 
any legal grounds for preventing his 
removal from the committee 
Stanley C Hatch, legal counsel for the 
Santa Ynez River Water Conservation 
District, and a familiar figure at com­ 
mittee meetings made these cautious 
comments today: “ It sounds to me like 
Hedlund removed some good people and 
appointed some good people 
It’s a 
change of personnel and there’s always 
the problem of continuity ” Later Hatch 
noted: “ The new appointees are 
know ledgeable and have proven 
themselves in the water field.” 


Cotsenmoyer declined to make any 
formal statement because. “ I might be 
doing an injustice to some of the new ap­ 
pointees ” 
Charles Lawrance. chief engineer and 
consultant to the County Water Agency, 
and the official who deals most closely 
with the advisory committee, said he 
could speak with candor. “ I ’m very hap­ 
py with Scott because his reappointment 
means continuity. I have to reserve 
judgment on the others I ’m going to 
miss Ed Rodgers and Virgil Phelps I've 
known both of them for a long time Part 
of my job is to get-the facts Whoever is 
on the committee. I ’ll be happy to listen 
to them and let the chips fall where they 
may."

Carter over the weekend personally 
expressed appreciation to Amin for 
“ public and private assurances that the 
lives and safety of Americans” were not 
endangered 
He held an unscheduled 
meeting Monday afternoon with Sece- 
tary of State Cyrus Vance and U N Am­ 
bassador Andrew Young, apparently to 
discuss the developing situation in 
Uganda 


A White House spokesman said there 
would be no immediate comment on 
Uganda Radio's announcement. But the 
spokesman said the announcement 
“ sounds pretty good.” 


Carter’s meeting with Bukovsky was 
requested by the Soviet author, who was 
recently released from a Russian prison.

Advisory Committee more than 
three years ago reached county 
supervisors' level early this 
year when the Planning Com­ 
mission recommended rezoning 
of more than 85.000 acres, with 
in excess of 12.000 more recom-, 
mended for no change.

Walker replied that he “did 
ask her if her land was for 
sale." and she replied, "make 
me an offer." but later said the 
property wasn’t for sale. He 
denied being described as a 
Realtor and said he did not 
operate as a broker in Santa 
Ynez Valley.

Fletcher voted against the 
referral back to the planners, 
and Mrs 
Stevens said she 
stro n g ly opposed “ going 
through this all over again." 
The planning body had voted to 
drop rezoning by 9-0 votes in the 
two sectors involved, but there 
was evidence to show they did 
not have all the data needed to 
evaluate it.

County split talk

Hedlund asks new formula 
for park bond act money 


The Board of Supervisors on 
Monday approved a proposed 
priority plan for distribution of 
$1.076 031 under provisions of 
the Urban and Coastal Park 
Bond Act of 1976, although 
Supervisor Robert Hedlund ex­ 
pressed hope that his Fourth 
District could get added funds 
at a later time when state ap­ 
proval came up 
Under the priority plan, the 
city of Lompoc is to get $93.384 
on the basis of population of 
24.237 Hedlund said he felt the 
city of Guadalupe should get 
$10.000. the allmotment granted 
Cuvama Valley R ecreation 
District 
The County Park Commission 
had recommended allocation of 
funding to four of the five 
co u n ty 
c itie s , ex c lu d in g 
Guadalupe evidently on the 
grounds it appeared to lack a 
formal recreation plan, along 
with allotments also to the Isla 
Vista Recreation and Park 
District and to the Cuyama 
Valley Recreation District. 
It appeared that Hedlund 
might get added funds for 
Gudalupe on apportionment of 
$488.348 for the county areas. 
Hedlund asserted he was 
“ bothered” bv the “ indif- 


ference" of the Park Depart­ 
ment to the Fourth District 
needs, and said a "new for­ 
mula’’ other than allocation by 
population seemed needed He 
pointed out that Guadalupe bad­ 
ly needed a soccer filed that it 
couldn’t provide at this time. 
The allocation plan must now 
be approved by at least 50 per 
cent of the cities and districts in 
the allotment plan, said Jam es 
T Laponis. Park Department 
administrative service officer 
He said final guidelines aren’t 
available as yet as to types of 
projects to be eligible for ex­ 
penditure of the money, but was 
able to say beautification 
projects would not be. nor 
w o u ld 
o p e r a tio n 
an d 
maintenance expenditures 
The bond act requires each 
county to submit to the state a 
certified priority plan such as 
has been approved, following 
approval by 50 per cent of cities 
and districts eligible. 
Eligible cities and districts 
are only those authorized by 
law to provide park and recrea­ 
tion services without undue 
restrictions placed on public 
use 
School districts are not 
eligible

Plans for the construction of 
a proposed $1.1-million new 
county Welfare Department of­ 
fice building in Santa Maria 
almost ran into a roadblock 
Monday when First District 
S u p e rv iso r 
D avid Y ag e r 
questioned 
authorization of 
such a capital improvement by 
the county in view of efforts 
within the Santa Maria com­ 
munity to split the county. 


But the board — including 
Yager — eventually approved a 
re c o m m e n d a tio n by A d­ 
m inistrative Officer Raymond 
D Johnson to authorize county 
negotiations with Chapman- 
Fugate. Inc.. of Santa Maria, 
regarding lease back or other 
options regarding the develop­ 
ment. 


There was another m ajor 
repercussion on the board con­ 
c e rn in g th e co u n ty sp lit 
proposal which is gathering 
headway in north county areas 
when Fourth District Super­ 
visor Robert Hedlund said he 
felt the Montecito supervisor’s 
c oncerns were "legitim ate." 


Moreover. Hedlund said he 
"hoped that in the future we 
may examine" the "county sub- 
sidy to th e S an ta M a ria 
Chamber of Commerce endors­ 
ing the county split, which may 
provide a considerable tax 
burden on the county." 


Board

Fletcher said he agreed with

An ordinance enabling the 
Santa Barbara Superior Court

tors to discuss the problem The 
bar group agreed that Menzel's 
proposal be given a trial run of 
four months, which will be 
done Impact of the early clos­ 
ing will be studied, and a report 
made to the supervisors at the 
end of the trial period 


with a private developer could 
conceivably lead to the "least 
expensive" way of setting up a 
new office structure.

Governors promised new 
White House relationship 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — The 
nation’s governors took their 
problems to a former colleague 
— Jimmy Carter — and came 
away with a promise of a new 
relationship with the White 
House but not necessarily more 
money. 
Dwindling energy supplies, 
swelling Medicaid rolls, federal 
dam projects cut by Carter and 
the western drought were on 
their minds as participants in 
the N ational G o vern o r’s 
Conference trooped into the 
White House Monday for their 
first “ working session” with a 
president in recent memory. 
They emerged 2*2 hours later 
with praise for the ‘‘meaningful 
relationship’’ that had been es­ 
tablished between state and 
federal governments. But they 
indicated nothing more had 
been promised by the Presi­ 
dent 


The three-day conference 
concludes today with more 
Carter cabinet officials appear­ 
ing before the annual winter 
meeting. The governors end the 
session with another trip to the 
White House tonight for a social 
evening. 
“ Having a former governor 
in the White House unquestiona­ 
bly will make a substantial 
amount of difference in what 
will be a meaningful relation­ 
ship.” said Gov Reubin Askew. 
D-Fla . conference chairman. 
Gov 
Jerry Brown of Cali­ 
fornia said he was pleased with 
the session, calling it a “ free 
discussion 
eliciting thoughts 
and ideas 
a beginning " 


Askew said Carter showed an 
"awareness” that "the country 
faces the worst drought we’ve 
probably had in recorded 
history and the seriousness 


down the line even to the stand­ 
point of food and the impact 
upon price of food " 
Utah Gov 
Scott Mathison 
quoted Carter as saying his 
desire to balance the federal 
budget by 1981 led to his 
proposal to halt funding of 19 
water projects 
Mathison said two projects 
were discussed specifically — 
the Central Arizona Project and 
the Garrison Diversion Project 
in North Dakota — and Govs 
Raul Castro and Arthur Link of 
those states asked for an oppor­ 
tunity to be heard later. 
Gov. Jim Hunt of North 
Carolina quoted Carter as say­ 
ing his energy package, to be 
unveiled April 20. would include 
proposals to cut down on waste 
and use more coal. He said he 
thought Carter “ was strong on 
his commitment to conserva­ 
tion and the environment.” 
Arab political alliance set up 
by Egypt, Syria and the Sudan 


CAIRO (U PI) - Egypt. Syria 
and the Sudan have set up a 
joint political command that 
embraces half the Arab world 
and eventually could strengthen 
their hand in the conflict with 
Israel 
Presidents Anwar Sadat of 
Egypt. Hafez Assad of Syria 
and Jaafar Numeiry of the 
Sudan signed an agreement 
creating the alliance Monday at 
the end of a two-day conference 
in Khartoum 
The joint command will lay 
down the necessary founda­ 
tions. as soon as possible, for 
promoting 
and consolidating 
the unionist relations among 
the three countries and super­ 
vising the steps of implemen­ 
tation.” a brief declaration 
said 
Assad hailed it as the 
"nucleus of a great unionist 
structure, for which we worked 
in the past, for which we are 
working at present and for 


which we will work in the 
future ” 
Originally set up last Decem­ 
ber between Egypt and Syria, 
the expanded command now 
will establish committees to 
coordinate policies toward an 
eventual union. 


"This marks the real begin­ 
ning of action toward the unity 
we have often called for.” said 
Numeiry 
After the signing. Sadat and 
Assad flew to Cairo for further 
talks 


Officials said the agreement 
will: 
— Strengthen the Arab 
world's hand in the conflict 
with Israel by making Sudan a 
“ strategic backyard” for Egypt 
and Syria, the principal Arab 
powers in the conflict. 
— Assure Numeiry’s regime 
of strong Egyptian and Syrian 
backing against any attempt to 
overthrow it bv dissidents, who 


allegedly are receiving military 
training in Libya and Ethiopia 
— Tighten the Arab hold on 
the Red Sea. where stepped up 
Israeli military activity has 
been reported 
— Further isolate Libya and 
Iraq in the Arab world. 
Egypt. Syria and Sudan have 
a combined population of more 
than 50 million, roughly one half 
of all Arabs 


A Sudanese presidential 
spokesman said the three 
leaders focused on Red Sea 
security in terms of "making it 
a lake of peace, resisting any 
international conflict over it 
and laying down a common 
Arab strategy " 


They also issued a separate 
communique calling for the 
speedy resumption of the 
Geneva Middle East conferen­ 
ce. with the participation of the 
Palestine Liberation Organiza­ 
tion 


Drought eased in 
Pacific Northwest

Welcome rains eased drought 
conditions in the Pacific North­ 
west today and snow finally 
came to the snow-starved sl­ 
opes of the Rockies, though it 
was too late to salvage the 
season for hard-hit ski resorts. 
Drought hung on in the 
nation's midlands, threatening 
crops and livestock herds. 
A Pacific storm roamed from 
Washington to northern Cali­ 
fornia and eastward into 
western 
Nevada, 
northern 
Idaho and Montana, bringing 
rain and snow. 
Up to eight inches of snow hit 
the Cascade Mountains of 
western Washington Truckee. 
Calif., in the Sierra Nevada, 
reported five inches of snow 
Eugene and Astoria. Ore . each 
reported more than an inch and 
a quarter of rain. 
Snow prompted travel adviso­ 
ries today for portions of 
Washington. Oregon, Califor­ 
nia, Nevada and Idaho Strong 
winds triggered travel adviso­ 
ries in the mountains and 


deserts of Southern California. 
Heavy snow warnings were 
posted for the mountains and 
foothills of western Montana 
and winter storm watches for 
portions of northern Arizona 
and the Colorado mountains. 
Frost and freeze warnings 
were posted for northern 
Florida 
The National Weather Ser­ 
vice discontinued a flash flood 
watch for seven counties in 
western New York, where 
temperatures dropped to near 
freezing Monday after record 
highs Sun day 
W e a th e r 
fo re c a s te rs said co ld er 
temperatures slowed melting of 
ice and snow but warned of pos­ 
sible flood problems when 
thawing resumes 
Last week’s snowfall im­ 
proved skiing in Colorado's 
Rockies and bought some skiers 
back to the slopes. More snow 
was forecast today but ski 
resort Manager John Rohm at 
Breckenridge said financial los­ 
ses suffered earlier in the 
season cannot be reversed.

of galloping coffee price

Runaway coffee prices went 
right on galloping Monday, 
drawing both Indonesia and 
Japan more deeply into the 
stampede and sending costs up 
sharply on the most popular 
alternative — tea 


The Indonesian government 
announced its third price boost 
on coffee exports since Novem­ 
ber. driving the tariff up 33 to 35 
per cent 


The director general of 
foreign trade said the price in­ 
creases were made in line with 
the general world market 
trend 


In Tokyo — where coffee 
lovers already are paying 89 
cents to $1 07 a cup — Nestle 
Japan Inc , announced a 25 per 
cent wholesale price increase 
for its coffee products, effec­ 
tive immediately 
Nestle is 
Japan's largest producer of 
powdered coffee products. 


At the same time. Mitsui 
Norm, one of Japan's major tea 
distributors, announced an av­ 
erage 25 per cent increase in 


the wholesale price of imported 
tea. effective April 1 
Other firms, both in coffee 
and tea fields, are expected' to 
follow suit, and industry 
sources said the wholesale in­ 
crease probably will hit the 
retail market in five or six 
months 


The Tokyo coffee price in­ 
crease was the third imposed 
by Nestle in 14 months. 


A company source blamed it 
on the steep rise of world coffee 
prices. 


The price jump for imported 
tea was the first since the 
Autumn of 1974. 


Dealers said the tea market 
has strengthened because many 
coffee drinkers are switching to 
tea.

At-home work 
for retirees

One of the greatest traumas of retirement, particularly when it is man­ 
datory. is getting by on a reduced income. Retirement usually means a sharp 
drop in finances and, of necessity, a change in life style. This is particularly 
true if one has to live on Social Security alone, or even with a small additional 
pension or interest on investments. 
Problems of how to get extra income to keep up with the rising costs of living 
may be answered in a new excellent book "Profits at Your Doorstep' by Judith 
Weber and Karol White (Hawthorn books, $7.95), which is a complete guide for 
setting up a full or part-time business in one’s home. Although the book is not 
primarily aimed at the older person, it contains much detailed information to 
help a retiree get started in a new business venture. 
The book is written for anyone who wants to be his or her own boss. It covers 
everything about running a home-based enterprise, including aptitude tests 
which should reveal whether or not the reader’s personality is suitable for a 
home business It deals with developing and expanding the business, handling 
the special tax requirements set up for persons working out of their homes and 
much other pertinent information Included is a series of case histories of men 
and women who have launched successful careers either on a full or part-time 
basis There are lists of addresses of companies and organizations where ad­ 
ditional information on starting one’s business can be obtained 
One thing is certain, say the authors, it is not necessary to give up everything 
else in order to start a home career Turning a hobby into a successful business 
not only expands the family’s income but, in many cases, it has led to full-time 
occupations And there are limitless possibilities for profit at home; turning a 
love of cooking into a catering firm or cooking or baking school; making and 
selling craft products; photography; teaching music or languages; restoring 
furniture and antiques or old automobiles; free-lance writing and market 
research. The possibilities are endless. 
Some might say, “ I ’m not artsy-craftsy or I ’m not creative or handy,” The 
book tells you not to despair There are salaried and commissioned jobs which 
can be performed at home by using your head, and not your hands One 
homebody does clerical work at home and provides an answering service for an 
acting school for which she is paid a monthly salary. 
Someone else works for a large New York marketing research firm doing 
surveys and receives a regular paycheck Someone else is doing a thriving 
commission business selling the latest fashions from her home. 
As I look about among my own friends and acquaintances, I can cite many in­ 
stances where ingenuity and a little spare time paid off. The daughter of one of 
my newspapermen friends began to make babies’ bibs out of attractive towels 
She took the samples to one of the largest New York department stores and 
they grabbed up all she could produce A friend teaches foreign languages; a 
nephew takes pictures at social functions; some do freelance photography; etc. 
You might have other skills lying dormant that could be turned into dollars. 
I am not suggesting that the financial returns will make overnight tycoons 
out of my readers But the book might just give you some ideas as to how you 
might help meet the ever-increasing cost of living and enjoy life by being 
productive

January Judge Frank J McGarr. order­ 
ing both sides to file final papers by Mon­ 
day. said his decision would be forthcom­ 
ing "as soon as possible ' 
Kuhn's brief, running 137 legal pages, 
summarized evidence produced on his 
behalf at the trial and requested "judg­ 
ment for the defendant, dismissing the 
complaint with prejudice and awarding 
appropriate fees and costs to the defen­ 
dant " 
Finley had asked that Kuhn be 
required to pay Finley's legal costs in 


the suit. 
The proposed conclusions for Kuhn 
summarized the legal issues of the trial 
and asked that Finley’s complaint be 
barred and judgment entered for defen­ 
dant Kuhn ’ 
The suit was filed because Kuhn voided

Pele says 
this is it

NEW YORK (U PI) - The team that holds the contract of the 
m ost fam ous athlete in the world today — and the highest paid and 
m ost idolized as well — would give anything to get him to sign 
another one, but Edson Arantes do N ascim ento, known to all his 
friends a s P ele, says no. 
This tim e it looks as if he m eans it. too, although he did retire 
once before and was only coaxed into playing again because people 
at Warner Com m unications, Inc., the com pany which owns the 
New York Cosm os, cam e to him and convinced him he probably 
w as the only man on earth with any chance of helping soccer to 
becom e established in the United State s. 
Along with all this fascinating inform ation, they also brought 
along another not altogether unimportant ingredient, m oney, and 
you could say that also had som ething to do with P ele ’s com ing out 
of retirem ent. 
Back in October of 1974, P ele felt he had played enough soccer 
He w as 34. he had enough money to last him the rest of his life and 
he announced he was retiring. He w as given a m em orable ovation 
at the Vila Belm iro Stadium in Santos, Brazil, and everybody was 
pretty much convinced this was the end. 
Along cam e an offer, how ever, which P ele said amounted to “the 
sky. the earth and the sta rs,” and he w asn’t far off. 
The first proposition the Cosm os put to P ele w as a three-year 
contract for $4.5 m illion but he didn’t go for that one 
"It’s not worth it,” he said. ‘‘I consulted a tax sp ecialist and he 
told m e that after I finished paying m y taxes in the United States 
and Brazil. I would be left with som ew here between $1.2 million 
and $500.000 ” 
Pele w as so important to the Cosm os, to the North Am erican 
Soccer League and to soccer generally in the United States, they 
decided to sw eeten the pot. They told P ele they would give him 
$4.75 m illion and also would pay his taxes, which could com e to as 
much as another $2 25 m illion. 
Now that w as "the sky. the earth and the stars” P ele was talking 
about, and for that, he not only cam e to this country but exceeded 
all expectations the C osm os ever had for him in the two years he 
has played with them 
Even at 36. Pele still perform ed so superbly last season that he 
was nam ed the league’s Most Valuable Player. He scored 26 goals 
in 22 regular season gam es and set a league record with 18 assists 
P ele now has 1.258 goals in the 1,321 gam es he has played during his 
22-year career and this com ing season, he says, absolutely will be 
his last 
Those closest to him say he m eans it and nothing will change his 
mind again this tim e, m oney, blandishm ents or anything else Soc­ 
cer is a good part of P e le ’s life, but three things mean m ore to him 
and they are his w ife. R osem ary, and his two children

Catching vandals 


The Lompoc City Council 
will consider a request tonight 
from the city’s parks and 
recreation department for a 
“park ranger’’ with arrest 
authority. 
The request is being made in 
light of continuing vandalism 
to city parks, particularly the 
new River Park which has 
been struck repeatedly. 
Vandalism of city park 
facilities has been with the 
community for some time. 
Why this wanton destruction, 
nobody knows. It is evidently a 
way for people with warped 
minds to enjoy their “kicks,” 
just as it is for those who take 
the spray paint can and 
desecrate the walls of down­ 
town buildings. 
The Lompoc Police Depart­ 
ment has had little luck in ap­ 


prehending vandals or building 
defacers. It is not an easy task 
to catch the culprit in the act 
and this must be done. 
T herefore, we are not 
overwhelmingly in favor of a 
park ranger. We know it is an 
honest effort to curb van­ 
dalism, but one park ranger 
for all of the city parks is not a 
viable solution. Twenty park 
rangers, around-the-clock, 
might do the trick. 
Better solutions might be a 
more concentrated patrol ef­ 
fort by the Lompoc Police 
Departm ent or a

WASHINGTON — One of the stoutest, 
staunchest oppoents of any dickering 
with the Soviet Union for any agreement 
of any kind is that old curmudgeon 
George Meany. The 83-year-old boss of 
the AFL-CIO has just taken a new step to 
influence public opinion against the 
Soviets. 
He has brought one 
of 
th e 
m ost 
courageous and ar­ 
ticulate of the dissi­ 
dents to this country to 
te ll h is sto ry of 
persecution. Vladimir 
Bukovsky, who has 
spent 11 of his 35 years 
in Soviet prisons, went 
first to address the 
AFL-CIO council in 
th e ir 
lu x u r io u s 
quarters at Bal Har­ 
bour outside Miami. 
Then he is to appear 
before 
congressional 
c o m m itte e s 
and 
p erh a p s tour the 
country to speak to un­ 
ion and other groups. 
While Bukovsky does 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn, 
sponsored by Meany, he will be a power­ 
ful propagandist. Interview ed on 
American television in London, he was 
asked how many political prisoners there 
are in the Soviet Union. He replied: 
250.000.000. That is the population of the 
Russian empire 
Bukovsky is free as a result of one of 
the strangest deals in Communist 
history. He was serving a seven-year 
prison term when he was abruptly taken 
out to be exchanged for a Chilean Com­ 
munist, Luis Corvalan. Simultaneously 
Bukovsky arrived in Zurich in a Russian 
transport plane as Corvalan landed in a 
commercial aircraft to take Bukovsky’s 
place for the return flight to Moscow 
Moscow has never made any public 
acknowledgement of the exchange. One 
very good reason is that it would be an 
admission that Moscow has political 
prisoners who can be treated as pawns in 
the Communist game 
Corvalan, a leading Communist in 
Chile, was imprisoned when the Allende 
government was brought down in a 
military coup Widespread reports have 
implicated the CIA in that plot. The 
belief is that Moscow wanted Corvalan to 
lend his support for the case against the 
United States. 
Not long afWr his arrival in Moscow 
Corvalan was received by Chairman 
Leonid Brezhnev. Since then he has 
made appea* ” :es in several Soviet 
satellite states to tell his story of the 
American-backed coup in Santiago. The 
Soviet overlords are bent on getting all 
that they can out of the exchange. 
They m ay not, h ow ever, have 
bargained for the zeal and the courage of 
Bukovsky. He has repeatedly expressed 
his dissent with Soviet oppression, know­ 
ing full well that the police or the KGB 
were ready and waiting to pick him up.

Bukovsky’s last imprisonment became 
known when his mother wrote to Mrs. 
Clive Barnes, wife of the New York 
Times drama critic, to inform her of her 
son’s plight. Mrs. Barnes forwarded the 
letter to then Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger and President Ford The presi­ 
dent ignored it, while Mrs Barnes, ac­ 
cording to Meany. received a polite 
response from a State Dept, underling. 
A biologist. Bukovsky has received an 
offer to study and teach at a university in 
Amsterdam. It is believed that after 
three weeks he will return to Holland to 
continue his work in biology. 
It was Meany who gave an impressive 
dinner for Solzhenitsyn in Washington 
when he arrived here from Switzerland. 
President Ford’s refusal to receive the 
Russian novelist, who had spent many 
years in Arctic prison camps for his dis- 
sidence, drew Meany’s denunciation. 
Recently in one of his Yale lectures 
Ford said the refusal was a matter of 
logistics rather than ideology and he 
acknowledged that it had been a mis­ 
take. A White House spokesman has said 
that Carter would see Bukovsky if the 
request was made. 
Meany is a force to be reckoned with 
with thè new administration He is not 
only an unrelenting foe of dealing with 
the Soviet Union but he is also a protec­ 
tionist lobbying for tariff barriers to 
protect American manufacturers At a 
small dinner recently he said: 
“I may have to remind Carter who it 
was who elected him.” 
Despite his advanced age, Meany 
shows no signs of relaxing his grip on the 
big labor organization. Through most of 
his tenure as president he has had at his 
side Jay Lovestone as an adviser on 
foreign policy. Lovestone was himself 
once a Communist who became dis­ 
illusioned and turned to the extreme 
right 
Meany’s influence in Congress is con­ 
siderable He is close to Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson. D-Wash , who is also a foe of 
Soviet agreements. Yet AFL-CIO back­ 
ing did not save former Sen. Vance 
Hartke of Indiana, an ardent protec­ 
tionist, from defeat last November.

Washington Merry-Go-Round by Jack Anderson and Les Whitten 
IRS file on Howard Hughes 
holds startling revelations 


WASHINGTON - The secret files of 
the late Howard Hughes strip him of the 
mystery he used to hide behind Yet 
these fascinating files, now in the 
custody of the Internal Revenue Service, 
raise some startling new questions. 
The imporobable Hughes was deeply 
involved with the Central Intelligence 
Agency in some of its 
darkest operations, in­ 
cluding the attempts 
on the life of Cuba's 
Fidel Castro. Hughes' 
man in Washington. 
Robert Bennett, also 
worked closely with 
the Watergate plot­ 
ters. 
Yet the files portray 
Hughes as a pathetic, 
if eccentric, old man 
who slowly wasted 
away — a dope addict, 
of uncertain sanity, 
who measured time by 
e n e m a s. 
A s t a f f 
memo, for instance, 
called his attention to 
a statement he had made ‘‘several 
enemas ago.” 
He spent his last years confined in an 
asylum of his own creation, alternately 
making 
multi-million-dollar decisions 
and issuing elaborate instructions on the 
disposal of his penthouse waste Once, he 
directed that it be removed in a “taped 
brown sack” and “dumped into some 
refuse container” far removed from the 
hotel. 
In the end. he died of sheer neglect 
although he was surrounded by doctors 
and servants m a luxurious Acapulco 
hotel 
The last doctor who examined 
Hughes reported to the M exican 
authorities that “it wasn’t a matter of a 
fatal illness but a patient who had been 
neglected ” The local medics “could 
have saved him.’’ attested the doctor. 
Our curiosity was aroused by the 
billionaire s mysterious midnight depar­ 
ture from Las Vegas on Thanksgiving 
eve. 1970 We picked up whispers that 
there was something dreadfully wrong 
with Hughes By Dec 9. 1970. we were 
able to report that he was subject to long 
lapses, albeit with “flashes of his old 
brilliance.” 
We also described him as “ an 
emaciated invalid with white hair down 
to his shoulders, shaggy eyebrows, a 
straggly beard and grotesquely long 
fingernails and toenails." 
This was a terrible secret which the 
Hughes empire labored mightily to dis­ 
pel Associates were produced to deny 
passionately that the world’s richest 
man had degenerated into such a scragg- 
ly hermit Finally he appeared himself to 
a few selected visitors, 
who duly

reported that Hughes was amiable and 
alert, his Van Dyke beard and nails in the 
best tonsorial taste. 


Yet we continued to hear that the real 
Hughes had become the phantom of the 
penthouse, with a wild, umkempt look 
Last April, we persuaded the Mexican 
authorities to assist with our investiga­ 
tion. They arrived at his Acapulco 
penthouse too late to save him from his 
death flight to Houston but in time to ex­ 
propriate his files, minus several docu­ 
ments that had already been shredded 


Later, we made arrangements with 
the Mexican authorities to turn the files 
over to the U S Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice. which has been investigating the 
Hughes operation 


At least three files have now cleared 
up the mystery of the disparate Howard 
Hugheses Both the disheveled Hughes 
. and the other with the Van Dyke beard 
were the same man For his rare visits 
with outsiders, according to the files. 
Hughes subm itted to a cosm etic 
overhaul. 


It is also clear from the files that the 
secluded billionaire followed an erratic 
schedule, sometimes staying awake for 
two or three days and then collapsing, 
say. for 30 hours of sleep He also began 
taking sedatives until the combined ef­ 
fect of the drugs and physical deteriora­ 
tion changed the sleep into a stupor 


The drugs began to worry his doctors, 
who sent him warning notes They were 
careful not to identify the drugs, except 
as “the item” or “bombers.’’ Hughes 
was advised in one note that the doctors 
wanted “your staff to be in the position” 
of knowing nothing about the drugs 


It was explained this would prevent 
any “possible testimony which we might 
sometime be required to give. With doc­ 
tors. it is privileged information and

they cannot be forced to testify unless it 
is in a criminal case " 


The doctors warned Hughes on April 
12. 1974. that “heavy usage of the item” 
had left him in no “condition, either 
physically or mentally in any 24-hour 
period to enjoy the day or make any 
business decisions. One day runs into the 
next without proper nutrition.” 


The following May 8. the doctors wrote 
that an aide had not taken Hughes' 
“ bombers" away from him. “ Of 
course.” they wrote, “no one wants you 
to take any but we don’t try to keep them 
away. 


“When you use words and phrases such 
as putting you to sleep.’ ‘permitting you 
to go to sleep.’ etc.. you imply that we 
have some kind of control over what you 
or your mind tells you to do. 


“The fact re the bombs is that you sl­ 
ept more today without any than you did 
yesterday with six and that has happened 
many times 
in the past. You seem to 
delight in blaming us if you do not 
achieve the sleeping results you want 
which vary. Sometimes you are happy 
with 10 and sometimes you are not happy 
with an overall 
down' period of 20 
hours.” 


Another note urged the recluse to sleep 
seven or eight hours daily. “If you decide 
to stay awake for 2-3-4 days (which you 
have done frequently >. this will throw all 
your daily routines off schedule.” the 
note warns 


The Internal Revenue Service, 
meanwhile, is trying to determine 
whether Hughes was competent to 
manage his $2 billion empire during his 
last years and whether his aides took ad­ 
vantage of his condition to enrich 
themselves 


A spokesman for the Hughes empire 
told us this allegation was “hogwash " 


Time and change 


It seems incredible that the subject 
should even be a matter of contempla­ 
tion already, but Daylight Saving Time 
already is on the minds of several 
persons 


Three times last week I fielded 
telephone requests from persons wanting 
to know whether we weren’t supposed to 
change our clocks on 
Sunday to conform to 
a switch to DST. 
The date for moving 
our clocks back an 
hour doesn’t come un­ 
til the last Sunday in 
April, but the confu­ 
sion is not without 
foundation. 
During the severity 
of the energy crisis a 
few years ago, there 
w as a m ove that 
resulted in year- 
around Daylight Sav­ 
ing Time, in an effort 
to conserve electricity 
by making it later in 
the day that lights had 
to be turned on. 
(It was never explained satisfactorily 
to me how this was going to help, since it 
was darker when most folks got up in the 
morning and the extra hour of electricity 
that was saved in the evening got used up 
in the morning.) 


Anyway, after a year of this it was 
determined that year-around DST was 
not all it was hoped that it would be, and 
so the next year Congress deckled to 
change the procedure to eight months of 
DST and four months of Standard Time, 
the latter running from the last Sunday 
in October to the last Sunday in 
February. 


That’s where some folks got, and 
retained, apparently, the idea that the 
clocks changed in February. 


Congress decided, however, that what 
the nation had been accustomed to for 
several years before the most recent ex­ 
perimentation began — the year split in 
half between DST and Standard Time — 


was best after all, and so a couple of 
years ago we went back to the former 
system of going on DST on the last Sun­ 
day in April and returning to Standard 
Time on the last Sunday in October. 


For those who are still confused, let 
me state it more simply: we do not 
change our clocks again until the last 
Sunday in April when we move the hands 
ahead one hour and lose some sleep in 
the process. To be more specific, on the 
24th of April, at 2 a m , the clock should 
be turned forward to 3 a.m 


Someone, apparently in search of some 
way to spread the tax burden around a 
bit more widely, came up with the 
suggestion not long ago that the govern­ 
ment perhaps should put a tax on 
Daylight Saving Time — one of the few 
areas that hasn’t felt the prick of the tax 
collector’s pin. 


That might not be a bad idea, but it 
likely would stir a lengthy debate in 
Congress as to whether the tax should be 
amusement, luxury or nuisance tax. 


In general, however, it would appear 
that Daylight Saving Time has become 
tolerated, if not accepted wholehearted­ 
ly, by most people. 
This is evidenced by the interest that 
has been expressed by callers in when 
the change is going to take place, and the 
fact that reports of people showing up 
late for church or for work as a result of 
failure to adhere to the time change are 
growing fewer each year. 


Except for the recent confusion during 
the year-around experiment. DST has 
begun to run rather smoothly. In fact, I 
can’t remember what all the fuss was 
about several years ago when the “fast" 
time system was first put into effect. 


At that time, I recall the case of a lady 
who objected quite strenuously to 
Daylight Saving Time. 
“My flowers and my grass will be 
ruined by the extra hour of sunshine," 
she protested. 
I have been worried about that lady 
ever since

Don't count 
them out! 
The students in Carol Johnson’s clas­ 
sroom at La Mesa School are about as es­ 
tablishment as they could get in most 
respects, all 12 of them. All of the 
youngsters like school, are determined 
to graduate, want to go on to college, and 
they also have another thing in common: 
they’re all pregnant. 
All of the girls are 
m a r r ie d except one 
and she planned to tie 
the knot shortly. 
There was a certain 
understandable 
strangeness, a certain 
reserve in the air as I 
walked through the 
door to greet them 
recently. After all I 
was an outsider, a 
male and I had come 
unexpected. Despite 
all that, they carried 
it off well for the first 
couple of minutes. 
Then one of the stu­ 
dents said, “ Yeah, 
w e’re all fat girls 
here.” That broke the ice and we were 
able to communicate as well as could be 
expected under any circumstances. 
Lompoc's Pregnant Minors School has 
had 180 girls go through its doors in the 
seven years since it was formed on April 
1, 1970. Before being located at its pre­ 
sent site at La Mesa School in quarters 
abandoned when the district closed the 
school, for regular use. it was located at 
El Camino School. I think it was known 
as Chestnut Avenue School in those days. 
The girls have ranged in age down to 13 
years and up to 19. The present group 
ranges from 15 to 19 years. Everyone 
this reporter has talked to, including the 
girls themselves think that 13 or even 14 
or 15 years is a little too young to be 
faced with motherhood. Despite that 
fact, the expectant mothers this reporter 
talked with, were going into the ex­ 
perience with a certain excitement, 
along with all the questions about the 
future. 
The school provides the regular sub 
jects of the district's two conventional 
high schools and additionally has a whole 
series of courses covering homekaing 
and maternal subjects. 
Before the advent of the school, preg­ 
nant minors, for the most part were 
taught at home as the most sought after 
option available to them once they knew 
they were pregnant. But Johnson said 
the practice isolated the girls and proved 
to be unsatisfactory for a variety of 
reasons. 
The present group of girls has about 
the same set of goals as the groups this 
reporter talked with on previous visits. 
Some want to be secretaries, some 
nurses and some have dreams of more 
involved professional careers. In short 
their goals are not a lot different from 
their non-pregnant counterparts in the 
regular high schools. 
There may be one little difference 
When a girl in Johnson's class, says she’s 
determined to graduate, it’s a goal that 
she's literally taken hold of and refuses 
to let go 
One of the thorny questions enunicated 
by the present group is the one affecting 
the time immediately after the birth of 
the baby: Will they be able to find baby­ 
sitters so they can finish their high 
school requirements? 
Some of the girls say their parents will 
take care of their babies during the day, 
but a few are in a quandary Hie latter 
will have to pay as much as $2.50 an hour 
for the care of their babies and that’s a 
lot of money. One girl said she would be 
able to hire a baby-sitter for only four 
hours a day, on her limited resources. At 
the going rate that would be a daily bill 
of $10, rather steep for a young couple 
that are barely beyond the shelter of 
family allowances. 
One girl in the present group said she 
will have to give up hopes of finishing 
school unless some miracle occurs. 
Another has no immediate prospects for 
resolving the question, but is grimly 
determined to manage shoehow. 
There are some proposals for solving 
the baby-sitting problem for all of the 
young mothers, but that probably won’t 
be worked out in time to aid the present 
group.
